The Indexes now in stock and those in use by the public are 
very ‘naccurate and do not contain records of any of the above 
named Patents issued the past Twenty-one (21) years. 

A considerable increase in capable assistance in the Lands 
and Government Survey Offices will be absolutely necessary dur- 
ing the next biennial period in order to meet the demands of the 
applicants for public lands. 

During the past two years the receipts of the Land and Sur- 
vey Offices have been Four Hundred and Seven Thousand. Nine 
Hundred and Sixty-one and 76-100 Dollars ($407,061.76). and 
the dishursements have been Eighty-six Thousand, One Hun- 
dred and Twelve and or-roo Dollars ($86.112.01), leaving a 
net return of Three Hundred and Twentv-one Thousand, Fight 
Hundred and Forty-nine and 75-roo Dollars ($321,849.75), 
and it does not appear unreasonable to recommend that a large 
proportion of this sum be appropriated for the purpose of build- 
ing good roads from the present belt roads of the Territory to 
and tarough the unopened lands, and also for the purpose of 
otherwise reclaiming public lands and rendering said lands ac- 
ceptable and suitable for occupancy by citizen settlers. Thousands 
of acres of land, cut up into lots some ten years ago, are lying 
idle today, abandoned by the settlers and wanted by nobody, prin- 
cipally because of lack of roads. The roads should be construct- 
ed first, and the land then opened for entry. The experience of 
the past and present goes to show that without roads the lands 
can hardly be given away, but with proper roads the supply of 
land does not equal the demand.
